park and marking the first step in an 
improvement program which is ulti- 
mately destined to place many acres 
of county land at the disposal of 
picnickers in this end of the county. 


The .area on which the first work 


will be done is a part of the 80 acres 
owned by the county near the mouth 
of San Dimas canyon. Under the di- 
rection of the San Dimas forestry 
force a crew of some 12 men will i 
start the work of clearing brush 
from the land this week. 


The plan is to install comfort sta- 


tions, tables, fireplaces and other 
facilities in the park which in the 
end will be sown to grass in wido 
areas. It is hoped to get permission 
to take water for this purpose out 
of the canyon just- beyond, although 
it may be necessary to negotiate for 
water from a nearby pump, Graves 
explained. 


The work will be financed by the 
park fund of the forestry depart- 
ment, who will also maintain the 
park.

The 
shooting occxirrbd in' t,7ie latter city' 
when Pardue' caine to the rescue of 
A. C. Fisher of 634 Bonnie Brae 
street, Los Angeles, who, according 
to the police, was being severely 
beaten over the head" with the barrel 
of a revolver wielded by the restau- 
rant man. 


As tho officer intervened, Allen- 


baugh is said to have turned on him 
and fired three shots. Officer Pardue 
returned the fire, felling his adver- 
sary -with the first bullet. Allen- 
baugh was struck through the chest. 
Pardue escaped the ' duel unhurt. 


The shooting took place in the 


rear of a small roadside cafe on 
Santa Anita avenue, owned and 
operated by Mrs. Otis Martin, for- 
mer employee of Allenbaugh, and 
was witnessed by only the woman 
and the three principals. 


According to the police, Allen- 


)augh was discovered in the rear of 
he place by Fisher as he was assist- 
ng Mrs. Martin to close up her place 
<f business shortly after midnight, 
i'isher stopped through a rear door 
and was immediately set upon by 


e man outside. 
Mrs. Martin's cries for help were 


icard by Officer Pardue, who was 
about a block distant. 
When he 


arrived Allenbaugh was clubbing, his 
victim mercilessly, Pardue reported. 


Mrs. Martin, whose husband is em- 


ployed at a garage in Arcadia, for- 
nerly was employed by Allenbaugh. 
tier cafe was known as "Hambur- 
jer Doc's No. 2," so designated 
with the consent of Allenbaugh, who 
srided himself on the success of his 
justness. 


Jealousy was the probable cause 


of the attack and subsequent shooi- 
ng advanced by Deputy Sheriff Han- 
by and Police Chief Topping of Ar- 
Arcadia who investigated. The body 
was removed to the Ronaker under- 
taking parlors at Monrovia pending 
an inquest. 


Fisher suffered several severe scalp 


lacerations in the attack and was 
treated by a private physician in 
Arcadia.

and lemon trees throughout the city. 


In every case of a heavy infesta- 


tion on even a single tree where the 
condition is a menace to neighboring 
trees and orchards, something must 
be clone before December. In some 
cases it would be advisable to cut 
the trees down and burn them. 


To those who are indifferent, care-

Paper Caps and Dishes 


Made by Electricity 


Exemplifying the many diversi- 


fied applications of electricity, In- 
genious machines are now used for 
making paper cups and dishes by a 
manufacturing concern in Brooklyn. 
The creation of these paper cups 
is an interesting process. Mechani- 
cal fingers on an ingenious electrlc- 
drlvea machine pick up a single 
llsk of fine quality paper and place 
It in a section of the machine for 
pressing. /This pressing gives the 
cup its shape, plaiting the sides for 
strength and rigidity. The piece is 
then transferred to another unit of 
the same machine, where it is steril- 
ized by heating. 


When the second step has been 


completed, the cup has assumed its 
final form with plaited sides, nat- 
ural curved lip and tumbler shape. 
But, 
as a measure of added effi- 
ciency, it is put through a third 
process, being sprayed with hot 
paraffin, which seals the plaits and 
gives Increased rigidity and crisp- 
ness. 
From this point the cup 


passes 
into a baking chamber, 


where the paraffin is drained off. 
The finished cups are carried along 
on an endless conveyor past a fan, 
the breeze from which hastens dry- 
ing. 


Relieves Workers of 


Stigma of Suspicion 


To save workers in factories 


which employ in their products 
gold, silver, or precious stones from 
suffering the indignity of being se- 
lected for searching, a Danish en- 
gineer has invented a special ap- 
paratus. 


Hitherto, the custom has been to 


stop a certain proportion of the 
workers leaving such factories at 
night, thus apparently casting sus- 
picion upon the individuals selected. 
By the new invention the worker 
asked to adjourn to the searching 
room is chosen by a machine. 


The apparatus consists of a con- 
tainer holding a number of balls, 
corresponding to the 
nr—ber of 


workers engaged In the factory. 
Some of the balls a-e made of a ma- 
terial conductive of electricity. As 
the workers pass to the exit they 
press a button, when a ball is re- 
leased. It rolls out of t'he container 
and a white lamp glows for a mo- 
ment. 
In such case the worker 
passes on. 


Should one of the conducting 


spheres roll out, the electric cur- 
rent turns on a red lamp, which 
means that the person Indicated is 
one of those to be searched.

Do Not Force Plants 


If a plant has been growing thrift- 


ily for some time and then begins 
to go bad: it probably needs a rest, 
and no amount of forcing will do 
any permanent good. During the 
resting period a plant is better if 
left entirely alone In a dry, cool 
cellar. 
It will of its own Accord 


and without any attention of any 
kind begin to put out new green 
shoots. 
When these new shoots 


show themselves the plant should 
be given a thorough watering, a re- 
potting If necessary, and brought 
up into its place in the sun. After 
it is growing well it may be given 
fertilizer. 


Paper in Farming • ,. 


A 50 per cent Increase in the, nlne- 


apple crops of the Hawaiian Islands 
has been accomplished by use of 
broad strips of brown paper that 
completely cover the soil around the 
plants. 
The paper smothers the 


weeds, thereby leaving all the nour- 
ishment for the plants, which force 
their way up through the covering 
Also, the paper protector conserves 
the moisture In the soil. The waste 
fibers of sugar cane, once consid- 
ered valueless, are used for making 
the paper. 
Seventy-five thousam 


rolls of it at a cost of $200,000 are 
used yearly to cover the 3,500 acres 
of pineapple plantations In the Is 
lands.

The letter 


follows: 


"Your letter of August 31st is 


received. 


"Mr. Meier hns been a fire agent 
!or the forest service for many years. 
He works under a written contract 
with the government and also holds 
appointment as a state fire warden. 
Mr. Meier's work is to collect fire 
fighters for work on the Angeles 
forest and he sends them to a fire 
upon the request of any forest offi- 
cer. 
His compensation is $5.00 for 


any day when he works less than 
twelve hours or 50 cents an hour 
when it is necessary for him to work 
in excess of twelve hours during a 
day. 


He also makes arrangements 


with transportation companies for 
transporting the fire fighters to. fires 
and with merchants for furnishing 
food supplies for the men. Mr. 
Meier's appointment as a state fire 
warden gives him the authority to 
compel any able-bodied man over 18 
years of age to fight fire. Under 
the state law a fire warden can com- 
pel such men to fight fire without 
pay, but it is the policy of the forest 
service to pay all fire fighters which 
it uses. 


"Mr. 
Meier has proven himself 


to be an excellent fire agent and so 
far as I know has always used the 
best of judgment in fulfilling his 
contract with the government. 


"Ton have my consent to publish

Will Be Utilized to 
Hold Storage Water 


jot Economical Transportation 


Chief Engineer William Mulhol- 


land has crews busy completing sur- 
veys of the Puddingstone reservoir 
site with a view to making it one 
of the principal storage basins of 
the giant aqueduct. 


Several possible aqueduct routes 


liave been surveyed, either all or in 
part, and the final route decided. 
Little uncertainty is felt, however, 
concerning the route through this 
section of the valley, which, by rea- 
son of the constant grade and reg- 
ular contour, must pass along the 
foothills through the north slope of 
the entire valley. 


The preliminary survey of the 


aqueduct from Beaumont to Los An- 
geles, S(j miles, will be completed 
within two months. 


Termination of the 
controversy 


over the location of the $25,000,000 
San Gabriel flood control dam, which 
was definitely ended Monday when 
Deputy County Counsel Roy Dowds 
gave an opinion that the darn could 
bo erected nowhere but at the fork 
of the river, as originally decided 
by the special bond election of 1922, 
and which put a an end also to plans 
to use the dam t.s a storage reservoir 
for water from the Colorado river 
acqueduct, added prestige to the sta- 
tus of the Puddingstone darn and 
reservoir at San Dimas, now consid- 
ered the major storage reservoir in 
the valley for the impounding of 
waters scheduled to come overland 
from Boulder canyon. 


Among the numerous problems and 


controversies in the San Gabriel 
work was the difficulty of settling 
on a location for the proposed San 
Gabriel dam. 
It had been hoped 


that the dam could be used both for 
flood control purposes and for the 
storage of Colorado river water. But 
according to Dowds ruling it will be 
illegal to erect the dam on any other 
spot save at that specified in the 
bond election, and because of the 
fact that that location is at a point 
in the forks where the sides are too 
low to permit adequate storage facil- 
ities, this combination of purposes 
is discarded. 


Thirty miles from J,os Angeles 


and directly on the line selected for 
the great overland aqueduct, Pud- 
diugstone reservoir becomes the key- 
atone of the required storage system 
and as a result of Dowds ruling and 
the consequent change in the San 
Gabriel situation the probabilities 
are that the San Dimas unit will be 
enlarged greatly if engineers dis- 
cover such' expansion is compatible 
with the terrain surrounding Pud- 
dingstono canyon.—San Dimas Press.
